The defense called Hightower to 
the stand. He denied he had ever 
seen the priest until he led search- 
ers to his grave eight days later. 

Hightower asserted Doris Shirley 
(now Mra. Lee Putnam) had been 
with him on an automobile ride the 
night of the priest's disappearance. 
He said they went down nearly to 
Redwood City looking for a boot- 
legger who was supposed to be on a 
motorcycle. Afterward, he said. 
they went to their room at a San 
Francisco hotel and were together 
until morning. Mrs. Putnam had 
testifed she was not with Hightower 
between 7:30 and 11:30 o’clock that 
night. 

DENIES ALL KNOWLEDGE. 

Hightower denied having any 
knowledge of anyone who had been 
concerned in the murder of Father 
Heslin. He said he did not write 
the ransom letter demanding $6500 
for the returning of the missing 
priest, which experts had idgntified 
as his, 

The tent outfy found in his room, 
Hightower testified, had been bought 
by him for a friend named Miller, 
also known as Grays. He said Mil- 


poses, and Hightower said he had 
given the name of W. A. Miller to 
the dealer. He had lent the tent to 
Miller for a short time, he said, but 
never used it himself. 

The prosecution had attempted to 
show this tent had been erected at 
the place where Father Heslin’s 
body was found. 

Hightower asserted he had been 
made to put on colored glasses, turn 
up his coat collar and pull down his 
hat, and in this guise had been 
identified by Miss Wendel as the 
priest's abductor. Hightower testi- 
fied he had no prejudice against any 
religion. 

BLAME GIRL.

Michaet Collins, Minister of Fi- 
nance, has come to England with 
a carefully prepared brief setting 
forth the fact that Ireland is En- 
gland's best customer, and that this 
immense trade will be lost if En- 
gland does not let Ireland go. As 
former chief of the Irish republican 
army, he points out that Ireiand is 
stronger and more determined, and 
he declares that if necessary it will 
put up a fight as will call for the 
intervention of the civilized world. 

All members of the dedegation 
are emphatic in saying that domin- 
ion status, “whatever that means,” 
will not do, and they will have noth- 
ing less than separation. They will 
refuse to leave Ulster out of theedis- 
cussion, declaring that it is only a 
question of a small recalcitrant 
minority with whom they will be 
able to deal without any difficulty. 

One concession they are willing 
to make, and that is to agree to the 
appointment of a joint military, 
naval and another commission to 
consider the strategic needs of the 
British Empire in connection with 
Ireland. They will.insist, however, 
that the findings of this commission 
be submitted to the Dail Eireann for 
consideration.

Two men and a woman were ar- 
rested on charges of robbery last 
night following a report by. Bert 
Campfield of 131 Areau street that 
he had been held prisoner at the 
point of a gun for five hours and 
robbed in an asserted bootlegging 
den on Mission Road. 

Police were told that fiVe men 


in the place had threatened Camp- 
field with death if he complained of 
being robbed. 

Detective Sergeant J. Hickey nar- 
rowly escaped death when he cor- 
nered one of the suspects at the foot 
of the North Broadway Hill and 
Huntington Drive. Hickey, Detec- 
tive Sergeant Carl Williams and 
Campfield were searching for an 
automobile which bandits had taken 
from Campfield yesterday afternoon. 

They sighted the automobile and 
crowded it to the curbing. There 
was a crash as the machine was 
wrecked against an embankment. 
The driver leaped out with an auto- 
matic in his hand nad pointed it at 
Hickey, according to witnesses. 
Campfield struck the man on the 
jaw, causing a bad fracture, and the 
detective disarmed the man. He was 
taken to the Receiving Hospital and 
later removed to the County Hos- 
pital. He gave his name as George 
Bearnes, Jr., of 4023 Mission Road. 

A dozen officers from Central and 
Lincoln Heights police stations sur- 
rounded the Mission Road house 
late last night. They found Andy 
Anderson in a clothes closet. He 
was armed with a revolver and 
wore a special police badge. Mrs. 
Victorine Veis, said to be the pro- 
prietor of the house, was also ar- 
rested and a huge quantity of whisky 
was confiscated. 

Bearnes, Anderson and Mrs. Veis 
were booked on charges of robbery. 
Campfield stated that he had vis- 
ited the place Sunday night and pur- 
chased liquor. He returned yester- 
day and says he was robbed of $20. 
The men forced him to sign a con- 
fession” at the point of a gun that 
he had forced them to give him $50 
and had returned for $300 more. 

He charged that the five men kept 
him a prisoner for five hours, and 
after stealing his automobile, re- 
leased him with the threat that he 
would be shot if he “squealed.”

As to Siberia, it is Japan's carnest 
hope that the political situation 
there will become stabilised at the 
earliest possible moment, and that 
the Japanese, together with all 
other foreigners, will thus be ‘en- 
abled to engage in peaceful eco- 
nomie activities. 

TROOPS WITHDRAWN. 

Shortly after the evacuation of 
Amertean troops last year the great- 
er portion of Japanese troops also 
were withdrawn from Siberia. But 
the continued existence of marked 
danger to the lives and property 
of t numerous Jepanese residents 
in Viadivostok an neighborhood 
and the unmitigated menace of the 
Bolsheviki and brigands to Japa- 
nese territory contiguous to Siberia 
have so far necessitated the man- 
tenance the remaining Japanese 
troops in the neighborhood of 
Viad@ivostok. But it is the fixed policy 
of the Ir government to with- 
draw all the troops from the region 
immediately. the political situation 
in Far Eastern Siberia mes 
stabilized and those dangers and 
menace cease to exist. 

(F.) It is unthinkable that the 
United States, a country whose tradt- 
tional policy is one of justice, hu- 
manity, and peace. and which has 
friendly relations with Japan, should 
assume a hostile attitude toward her 
vital interests. If the government 
and people of the United States 
fully understand Japan's legitimate 
interests and her ardent aspirations 
for the world’s peace. especially for 
he peace of the Pacific and the Far 
‘fast. and if with similar agplirations 
the United States sincerely change 
views with Japan, T believe that the 
Pecific and Far Eastern problems 
will de solved in a manner com- 
patible with the interests and honor 
of both countries.

SECRETARY KATO'S RESPONSE. 

The replies made by the Secretary 
of the Imperial Navy were as fol- 
lows: 

(1) The Japanese government 
and people yield to none in wishing 
peace. Obviously, however, all coun- 
tries, irrespective of their national 
resources, must first and foremost 
see to their self-preservation. Lack- 
ing the means of self-protection, a 
country must exist at the merey of 
other countries and such existence 
would be precarious indeed. 

The imperial navy, while by no 
means preparing against any partic- 
ular country, cannot lose sight of 
its paramount duty of protecting the 
nation against possible foreign ag- 

on. That is the sole motive 
and aim of the naval policy of Ja- 


pan. 

(2.) As stated above, the imperial 
navy has no imaginary enemy in 
view and its function is purely de- 
fensive. But for the purposes of 
eMcient defense, due regard must 
always be had to the naval strength 
which other powers are able to send 
to the Far East. From that stand- 
point it would be clearly imprudent 
for the Japanese navy to alter its 
eight-eight program of construction 
without regard to other navies.

Takashi Hara, the Premier of the 
Japanese government, and the head 
of the Selyu-kai party, which has 
been in power since September, 
1918, expressed the desire 
a statement without replying t- 
ly to questions.

KATO IS WARLIKE. 

Viscount Takakira Kato, one of 
the leaders of the Kensei-kai party.

most influential men in Japan, re- 

lied to questions submitted to 

im with extreme frankness. Vis- 
count Kato, who did not hesitate 
to express his disapproval of the 
policy of the government, was Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs in the 
Saionji Cabinet, and as such nego- 
tiated the treaty with China, which 
has been described as the “twen- 
ty-one points hold-up.”

Asked es to what he attributed 
foreign criticism of policies Viscount 
Kato replied that to some extent it 
was due to hostile propaganda dic- 
tated by jealousy and envy or 
trade ambitions, the misapplied in- 
fluence of missionaries and the 
timidity of Japanese politicians 
(obviously the Hara Ministry) who 
had not made any effort to correct‘ 
the erroneous impressions regard- 
ing Japanese ambitions. 

Replying to questions addressed 
to him, Junnosuke Inouye, the 
governor of the Imperial k of 
Japan, expressed the opinion that 
despite “natural controversies over 
political and diplomatic affairs 
which are not of concern to the or- 
dinary citizen, the busiress relations 
between the United States and 
Japan are constantly expanding and 
bringing the two nations closer.” 

Baron Eji-ich Shibusawa is almost 
as well known in the United States 
as he is in his own country. At 82 
he ig sturdy, vigorous, one of the pio- 
neers in modern business methods 
and an ardent friend of the United 
States. When I asked him what in- 
fiuences had contributed to the im- 
pairment of relations between the 
United States and Japan, he said: 

“Well, I think the policy of Ja- 
pen toward China had a good deal 
to do with it. Perhaps, because 
Japan has not made her position ex- 
actly clear, possibly because her 
critics do not want to understand 
it. There are two groups in Japan 
which hold opposite views regarding 
China; one favors the attitude of big 
brother; the other is what you West- 
ern people might call an aggressive 
group desirous of exploiting instead 
of developing China. I believe there 
are more people in the first group 
than in the second. 

“There is no question but that 
the immigration question in Call- 
fornia has caused friction between 
the United States and Japan. The 
early immigrants from Japan to the 
United States did not go there be- 
cause they wanted to go, but were 
invited by the Americans. It was 
perfectly natural that the Japanese 
then began to immigrate to the 
United States in large numbers un- 
til they aroused the resentment of 
the trades union leaders and politi- 
cians. That resentment has been 
both senseless and unreasonable, and 
has caused our people to keenly re- 
gent, because for sixty years Amer- 
ica was our good friend. I hope that 
out of the Washington conference 
there will come some mutual confi- 
dence and respect which dishonest 
politiclang and newspapers will not 
be able to destroy. 

Admiral Baron Uiry, who was a 
fellow student of Secretary of War 
Weeks at Annapolis, and who re- 
turned in August from a reunfon 
of hig class, was extremely opti- 
mistic when I talked to him about 
the Washington conference. 

“Such conferences bring leaders 
of nations together,“ he sald, “and 
give them an opportunity for get- 
ting acquainted and of acquiring 
first hand knowledge of each 
other's ideals and aspirations. 1 
believe every thoughtful man in the 
world appreciates the fact that 
there is not a single nation that 
does not desire permanent peace.“ 

General Horiuchi is one of the 
Japanese publicists who  belleves 
that England was responsible“ for 
suggesting the Washington arma- 
ment project. 


“It is easy to see,” de sald, that 
England, for various reasoner, can- 
not protest against the expansion 
policy of the United States. ‘This 
is the reason why Japan should 
utilize the forthcoming armament 
conference to expose the plot of 
America and to remove the danger 
of American domination from the 
earth. Japan is bound by her duty 
to propose limitation of armament 
because America by her aggressive 
policy has forfeited the right to do 
so. It is true that the Americans 
are always clamoring for justice 
and peace, tut their actions give 
the_lie to their protestations. Am- 
erican policy is on territorial 
expansion.” 

Yukio Ozaki, who was Minister 
of Justice in the Okuma Cabinet. 
told me that he believed the appre- 
hension of the Japanese people re- 
garding the conference was un 
founded. 

“The people are mistaken to- 
day as they were at the time Com- 
modore Perry came in 1853 to open 
up Japan to foreign commerce,” 
he said, “and they will find out. 
Some of our people believe America 
hag come forward with proposals 
for disarmament purely for selfish 
aims suspect her motives.

Senator McCormick asserted that 
passage of the bill “would strike a 
blow at the agriculture and industry

~DRAFTED BY BORA. 

Senator Watson of Indiana, chair- 
man of the resolutions commit- 
tee at the Chicago convention last 
year, took occasion to deny asser- 
tions that the free tolls plank was 
“slipped into” the platform sur- 
reptitiously. He stated that the 
plank was drafted bv Senator Borah, 
that it was formally submitted to 
the committee, subjected to discus- 
sion and adopted unanimously.

. TROLLEY EAST. 


Innovation in New York Will 
be Given a Test. 


Considerable Saving Expected 
Over the Standards. 


Hope is Eventually to Clear 
Roads of Rails.

NEW YORK, Oct. 10.—With em- 
Ployees of the department of plant 
and structures working overtime, the 
trackless trolley lines between Sea- 
view and Meier's Corners and Lino- 


leumville were ready for business 
on schedule time yesterday. 

Commissioner Grover Whalen an- 
nounced that the new conveyances 
cost but 20 cents a car mile to op- 
erate in comparison with 25 cents 
for standard trolleys add 30 for 
motor busses. 

The trackless trolley is an inno- 
vation in the Fast, and is a com- 
bination of trolley car and auto- 
mobile. In appearance it is similar 
to the small one-man trolleys famil- 
lar to Staten Island, except that if 
has a motor truck's bard rubber 
tires.

There have been trackless trolley 
systems operated previously,” said 
Commissioner Whalen, “but to meet 
the practical requirements and acts 
ual operating conditions of this 
country the idea had to be worked 
over, revised and expanded until we 
have practically a new thing in trans- 
portation., 

C. T. Perry. electrical engineer 
for the department of plant and 
structures, designed for this sys- 
tem a car of greater stability than 
has been attempted before, equipped 
with greater motive power and with 
all the safety appliances developed 
by experience in high-speed traction. 

“The electric current is supplied 
to this car by tyro overhead grooved 
trolley wires. One wire is positive 
and delivers the current to the car 
while the other is negative, receiv- 
ing the current passing through the 
motor and completing the circuit. 

“The production of power by the 
city isa feature of the operation, 
for by certain additions to the 
equipment of the power plant at 
Seaview Hospital, it is not necessary 
to purchase current from a private 
plant. 

COST IS VARIED. 

“The cost for single-track trolley 
construction per mile, varies from 
| $37,000 to $60,000, depending on the 
nature of the road that has to be 


torn up. The cost for trackless 
construction, however, is approxi- 
mately $4000 per mile. The trolley 


aystem destroys the roadway; the 
trackless system does not, for its

“The department believes that in 
installing the trackless trolley sys- 
tem on Staten Island the city is in-

GET TWO CROPS 
ON MOON A DAY.

which he finds on the moon are 
caused by vegetation, but some 
others think the markings are shad- 
ows. My own attitude is one of 
doubt. 

“No seientific man has advanced 
the theory that there is intelligent 
life on the moon. If there is life, it 
is believed to be a low form. Of 
course, no one can say positively 
that intelligent life does not exist 
there. 

In his report on this phase of 
his study of the moon, which has 
just been published in Popular As- 
tronomy, a scientific publication, ts- 
sued at Northfield, Minn., Prof. 
Pickering criticises astronomers in 
severe terms for neglecting the 
study of the moon because of an un- 
proved hypothesis that it was life- 
less He emphasized the fact that 
Mars is 200 times further away 
from the earth than the moon tis, 80 
that other things being equal, 200 
times as much detail can be seen on 
the moon as on Mars. Prof. Pick 
ering ie one of the chief living au- 
thorities on Mars, where he also 
belleves that life exists. 

When the moon emerges from its 
two weeks of darkness and a degree 
of cold probably unknown on earth, 
the sun's light quickly warms up the 
fields in the great moon craters, 
some of which are many miles 
across, and starts a mushroom like 
growth of life*there, according to 
the Pickering theory. This fiour- 
ishes during the moon day. None of 
it lasts overnight-——that is, over the 
moon night of two weeks. 

Prof. Pickering found canals or 
runs of vegetation on the moon, as 
on Mars, and was able because of 
the nearness of the moon to trace 
the intricate patterns of growing 
fields, as he regards them. 

He did this wéth an inferior 
telescope at the Harvard observa- 
tory at Mandeville, Jamaica, which 
location is of special advantage in 
examining the moon. His instru- 
ment, a small one, is more than fifty 
years old. His researches are ex- 
pected to result in bringing power- 
ful telescopes to bear on the moon 
for the special! study of living things 
alleged to be found in the craters. 

“Of the nearly 1000 known bodies, 
not countingg comets and meteor 
swarms, comprising our solar sys- 
tem, Prof. Pickering said in his re- 
port, “there are only three with 
whose solid surfaces we are at all 
familiafr. These are, of course, the 
earth, our twin, the moon, and the 
planet Mars. 

“On each of these three vegetable 
life exists, but, strangely enough. 
while its existence is now probally 
generally conceded on Mars, it is 
ante safe Says that th wast mu- 
‘or.ty of astronomers would definire- 
ly deny it in the case of the moon. 
This at first seems odd, because the 
surface changes, by which it can 
only be recognized, are much more 
readily seen on the moon than they 
are on Mars. 

The explanation is probably two- 
fold. As far as our terrestrial expe- 
rience goes, vegetation requires sev 
eral days to develop after the seed 
is sown, or the ground ts first warmed 
by the spring sun.“ 

“This occurs on the moon, accord- 
ing to Dr. Pickering. but has been 
overlooked because it takes place 
at a considerable distance from the 
terminator or the boundary line be- 
tween light and darkness on the 
moon. 

“Nobody examines the moon ex- 
cepting on the terminator itself. 
This is because the terminator is sv 
much more beautiful than the other 
regions that they are for this reason 
neglected, in spite of their interest. 
The other reason is less creditable to 
our intelligence and to our applica- 
tion of the facts of history.”

Dana Hubbard, chief 
of the division of industrial hygiene, 
has barred the entry of 10,000 shav- 
ing brushes from Spain and has com- 
pelled the return of the shipments 
on the ground of anthrax infection.

Lakes steel freighter, D. G. Kerr, one 
ot the crack 600 feet long, sixty feet 
wide steamers of the Pittsburg 
Steamship Company. a subsidiary of 
the United States Steel Corporation 
has broken the world’s record in 
loading and unloading iron ore. 

The Kerr, commanded by Capt. W. 
P. (“Speed”) McElroy, ts one of the 
fleet of 100 vessels of the company 
controlling the largest fleet of steam 
boats in the largest and is one of the 
three largest boats on the Great 
Lakes. 

LOADS IN 16% MINUTES. 

On Wednesday, September 7. 
last. at the Two (Minn.) 
docks of the Duluth 4 Iron Range 
Railroad, the loaded 12,382 
gross tons of tron ore in 16% min- 
utes, or at the rate of 100 tons per 


gross tons, in twenty-five mintes, at 
the rate of 1000 tons per 2.7 minutes. 

The Kerr docked at 6:42 p.m.; 
started to load at 5:43 p.m.; finished 
loading at 6:69% p.m. and left the 
Gock at 6:01 p.m. en her voyage 
Gown the lake. She was only at the 
dock nineteen minutes. 


POURED INTO HATCHES. 


The orecorge was poured inte the 
Kerr through thirty- hatches, all 
hatches being in operation two min- 
utes after the signal was given to 
start loading. No time was lost in 
trimming, or balancing the cargo, 
the boat's hatches being battened 
Gown immediately after the lines 
were cast off, the automatic “tell- 

vregistering exactly at zero, in- 
dicating the vessel was dhowing no 
list to either side. The draft of the 
steamer when loaded was nineteen 
feet eleven inc forward and 
twenty feetn five inches aft. 

The loading was under the super- 
vision of Capt. McElroy, Dock Agent 
George Watt and Mate C. A. Wallace. 
A newspaper man on board of the 
Kerr was the official timekeeper.

broken in unloading, the 12,382 
gross tons being unjoaded in three 
hours and five minutes, at the rate 
of 1000 tons every 14.8 minutes 
and gainst the previous record of 
the steamer McGonagle, made in 
1919, of 14,269 tons in twelve hours 
twenty-five minutes, at the rate of 
1000 tons every 19.2 minutes, and the 
steamer P. A. B. Widener, made in 
1912, when 10,636 tons of ore was 
Gischarged in two hours and 
minutes, at the rate of 
every sixteen minutes. The Mc- 
Gonagle and Widener also unloaded 
at Conneaut.

DO WE SPFAK OF SOME ONE
